Writlug of the new siecl works,
which are Just beisg commenced ut
Tredegar, Alabung, the Munuinc-
turer’s Record stutes that they ure de-
signed 1o turn out 300 tons of fuished

Is, angles, burs and cotion ties daily,
and will give steady employment to
over 3000 men, These, with their fum-
ities, aud the doctors, lawyers, store-
Keepers, with those in such teades us
ure required where any pOLlllllllun is
guthered together—shoemakers, tull-
ora, blacksiiths, &e.—will give u pop-
ulation of at least 15000, und all of
these, 80 fur as their support is, either
divectly or indireetly, dependont ou
those employed in the steel mill, will
derive their support from protection.
There can be no doubt on this poiut.

1t Is mentioued that about 18,000,000
bricks will be used in bullding the
mill,  In addition to this the inhabi-
tants will require some 3000 buildings,
residences, stores, &c. As has been
pointed out, the stone awd brick mu-
sons, the earpenters winl plumbers,
who construct wind fit up these build-
ings are entirely without protection,
and they receive more wages than
many employed in protected indus-
tries. DBut the palace of the willion-
wire and the shack of the brute who is
too lazy to work ave alike devoid of
protection ; and the twenty miles or
more of streets aml roads are also,
with the luborers, who grade, regulute
sewer and pave . them, unprotected,
There is no ling or word in the Me-
Kinley Lill imposing a duty of even a
single cent on either the paved and
sewered street of the vich wnor on the
blazed vail of the rugued pionver; yvet
i report on immigration of seme 200
pages was issucd by the lust adminis-
tration to prove thut this country was
more attractive to unskilled labor than
10 expert workimen,

We are urged by such considers-
tions ns the ubove to belieye that the
building ol great mills und the houses
of those dependent on them for ein-
ployment and incidentsl support, the
opening of streets und roads and the
building of ruilroads, have no influ-
ence on the wages und employiment of
thoss whose business it is to construct
them,

Work, as at Tredegar, both the con-
struction of the mill aud town and the
output of manufactured goods, is in
the venter of the country where those
cugaged in it will be more apt to draw
their supplies from  American sources
than if situated on the sea coast, and
will ulso furnish the manufactnred
products to the largest number of con-
sumers with ®he lesst expense for
transportation.  Free-traders, like
Senntor Vance, who wished to reduce
the duty on pig iron and make cotton
ties free, would transfer the industry
to be innugurated at Tredewar to Eng-
lund, where the food supplies originat-
ing in America would umiount o less
thun $450 per capite. Others, like
Senutor Gorman, would concentrate
our iron making enst of the Alle-
ghanies by reducing the duty on iron
ores,  The eomcentration of industries,
as well asof weanlth, is un English idea
but it does mot work here. Thouglh
steel ships have heen built but little
over five years on the northwestern
lukes, five or eight states frouting on
them bhave steel ‘shipbuilding  yards,
und it is probable that within five
vears after our two shipping bills huve
pussed there will be steel shipbailding
vurds on fourteen or filleen of the
twenty-two states which front on the
two oveans and the Gulf, When our
legisluture puts an industry on its
foer the advantages are widely distrib-
wtedd, and by no means Hmited to that
industry ouly,
